RAF BOMBERS HAMPERED 
AT BIG MILITARY DEPOT 
IN MAILLY 


N", May 4.—(ff)—The Fly- 


ing Fortress wing that attacked ft 
German airfield in Holland today 
returned without loss, while escort- 
ing Thunderbolts, Lightnings and 
Mustangs downed nine enemy air- 
craft at the cost of three fighters, 
a IT. S. Headquarters announce- 
ment said. 


LONDON, May 4.—WV-Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses, blasting at 
Hitler's waning air power In the 
20th consecutive day of pre-lnva- 
slon aerial assaults, bombed a Ger- 
man airfield In Holland today. 


The new blows by American hea- 


vy bombers coincided with morn- 
ing attacks by both American and 
British bombers on German anti- 
invasion Installations In northern 
France. 
They fell only a few hours.after 


two great allied. armadas of night- 
flying bombers hit targets in Bu- 
charest from bases in Italy and the 
big military depot of Miilly south- 
east of Reims from British bases. 
Possibly 750 RAF bombers made 
the trip from British bases. 
A preliminary U. S. announce- 
ment Indicated that the Fortress 
formation which slammed explo- 
sives Into the airfield somewhere 
in Holland probably numbered lean 
than 250 planes. It made no men- 
tion of fighter escort. 
Nevertheless, the combined as- 
sault by this stream-lined force 
and the lighter bombers brought 
to around 6,000 tons the weight of 
bombs loosed on the continent by 
something like 1,750 bombers last 
night and today. 
Not Single Plane Lost 
Not a single Marauder or Havoc 


was lost from the. morning medi- 
um bomber attack*, on numerous 
installations in northern—France, 
and U. S. Thunderbolt and RAF 
Spitfire pilots who escorted them 
said such vast clouds of smoke and 
dust arose from the targets that 
they were unable to estimate the 
damage inflicted. 


Ninth air force Muatarrg fighters, 


making a sweep over the Hannov- 
er and Brunswick areas of Ger- 
many while the heavy 
bombers 


were over Holland, saw only one 
German plane—which 
was 
shot 


down promptly. 


Crewmen back from 
northern 
France encountered no 
.fighters, 


but reported heavy flak over the 
targets. 


The RAF heavy bombers which 


flew from British bases In bright 
moonlight met 
fierce 
German 


fighter opposition, the air ministry 
announced, and 49 planes failed to 
return from the "operations, which 
included an attack on Ludwlgs- 
hafen. 
1 The air ministry said that "sev- 
eral enemy aircraft" were destroy- 
ed by gunners on the bombers. 


The 49 bombers lost last night 
constituted the largest RAF loss 
since the record of 96 on the March 
30 raid on Numberg.

ALONG MOST OF LONG 
FIGHTING LINE, HOWEVER, 
LULL CONTINUES 


LONDON, May 4.—£ff)—In sharp 


localized fighting Russian 
troops 


killed 600 Germans in crumbling 
nazl attacks southeast of Stanla- 
lawaw and south of Tiraspol yes- 
terday, but elsewhere on the East- 
ern front the prolonged lull in op- 
erations remained unbroken, Mos- 
cow announced today. 


Attempting to recover lost posi- 
tions south of Tiraspol, 50 miles 
northwest of Odessa on tho Dnestr 
river, the Germans were met by 
heavy fire from Soviet troopg and 
forced to make a hurried retreat, 
the communique said. 


A Romanian 
communique re- 


ported heavy fighting in the Tar- 
gu-Frumos areas about 35 miles 
west of lasi, where important oil 
fields are located, and declared 
that sharp Russian attack! were 
repelled. 


The Soviet war bulletin made no 


mention of activity In that sector. 


Widespread Russian air raids 


Tuesday night and early yesterday 
were listed In the communique 
which said that long-range Soviet 
planes hit German troop 
trains 


concentrated at the junctions 
of 


Lwow and 
Sambor 
in 
Poland, 


white other Russian raiders struck 
airfields In the areas of Lwow,

A Moscow dispatch pictured the 


Germans and Romanians In be- 
sieged Sevastopol as putting up 
fierce resistance and using all tho 
guns they had saved In their re- 
treat through the Crimea.

PROMPT PAYMENT WAR 
CONTRACTORS WHEN 
CONTRACTS CLOSED 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
4.— 


The senate passed and sent to 
the House today a bill designed 
to assure prompt payment to war 
contractors of their claims against 
the government when their con- 
tracts are terminated. Action was 
on voice vote. 


The chamber decided to confine 
present demobilization legislation 
to the contract termination phase, 
rejecting a plea by Senator Kllgore 
(D-WVa) for an overall measure 
covering unemployment benefits 
and other aids for workers in af- 
fected plants.

LOADS HURTLED UPON 
NAZI MILITARY BASE 


BUCHAREST, IN ROMANIA, 
ATTACKED AND RAIL 
YARDS BOMBED

Staggering bomb loads fell last 
night on Bucharest in Romania 
and on three vast stores of mili- 
tary supplies which the Germans 
had piled in Northern France to 
meet invasion. 


The aerial softening of Germany 


Jwent into its 20th straight day 
today when U. S. Marauders and 
Havocs, flew through the 
dawn 


skies against the maze of military 
targets in northern France, Ber- 
lin said planes were over north- 
west Germany. 
A fleet of 250 or so Flying Fort- 
resses bomber a German airfield 
In Holland. 
Around 3,600 tons were sprayed 


by 750 heavy RAF planes on a 
large military 
depot 
at 
Mailly 
Southeast of Reims, on aviation 
stores at Montdwidier southeast of 
Amiens and on an 
ammunition 


dump of Chateaudun northwest 
of Orleans. For a change, German 
night fighters engaged heavily and 
49 British planes fell to destruc- 
tion in eerie night battles in skies 
lit by angry red flames 
plodlng bombs and shells, 
nazl interceptors also fell. 
The bombing of the 
two-mile 


long rail yards of Bucharest ap- 
peared easy for the British heavy 
and medium bombers. The Ger- 
mans gave that blow the accolade 
of "terror attack" meaning It was 
heavy and effective. 
The yards 


were filled with German military 
traffic moving to meet the mass- 
ing Russians. In all 1,250 flights 
from Italy yesterday, three allied 
planes were lost. Numerous flights 
were flown over the stagnant Ital- 
ian battle zones 'and against rail 
targets in the north and center. 
Yards At 
Ventimiglia 
near the 
French Riviera were among the 
targets. 
Chemical Center Attacked. 


One diversionary flight of Brit- 


ish planes was against the rub- 
bled German chemical center of 
Lurwigshafen. 


A still And heavy suspense hung 


over the great operations areas of 
Russia, Great Britain and Italy 
where millions of

SECRETARY ICKES 
WANTS FULL CONTROL 
IRRIGATION PLANS 


WASHINGTON, May 
4—(#)— 


Clear-cut authority to control irri- 
gation In connection with naviga- 
tion projects in a House-approved 
$400,000,000 postwar rivers and har- 
bors bill was requested today 
by 


the Interior Department. 


Declaring that the very existence 


of Western America depends 
on 


irrigation, commissioner Harry W. 
Bashore of the Interior's 
Bureau 


of reclamation requested a Senate 
commerce subcommittee to amend 
the bill tn assura the authority. 


The amendment was prepared by 


Secretary Ickea and Is intended to 
support frfforfa of Western 
Con- 
gressmen to prevent broad devel- 
opment of navigation to the detri- 
ment of Irrigation which they con- 
sider vital to the arid West. 


The amendment Is directed pri- 


marily to hug-i navigation and hy- 
dro-electric power works on 
the 


Neches and Angelina rivers, Texas; 
the Guadalupe river, Texas; the 
Snake river, On-gon, Washington 
and Idaho, and the Columbia riv- 
er, Oregon and Washington. Ba- 
shore said. 
The amendment makes then* de- 


finite requirements: 


Authorize tho Interior Secretary 


to build and operate any necessary 
works for irrigation in connection 
with dams or other projects. 


Authoriz him to see that water 


requirements o( the upper Missouri 
river basin would not be affected 
adversley b/ the navigation 
pro- 
gram, which would be carried out 
by the army engineers. 


JAPANESE MAKING 
FURIOUS ATTEMPTS 
TO CAPTURE KOHIMA 


MONSOON RAINS DUE IN 
TWO WEEKS AND ALLIES 
STILL HOLDING OUT

Furious Japanese attempts 
to 


capture the Allied base of Kohlma 
in Eastern India before the mon- 
son rains set in have been repulsed 
but there la no Indication of a let- 
up in fighting all along the Burma- 
India front. 


With the 
monsoon rains due 


within two weeks, the Japanese are 
making a last gasp assault on Al- 
lied troops entrenched In Kohlma 
town, 35 miles south of the import- 
ant Bengal-Assam railroad, and on 
defenders of Imphal, important In- 
dian border base 60 miles south of 
Kohlma. 


Allied headquarters said 
Japa- 


nese raids in the vicinity of Koh- 
ima were repelled. There was no 
change reported in the 
fighting 


around ImphaJ, where Tokyo radio 
claimed 30,000 Allied troops have 
been evacuated. 


On the Arakan front in 
North 
coastal Burma, 
counter-attacking 


Allied troops used tanks to repel 
a Japanese penetration near Buth- 
edaung.

China's forced in Honan Province 


fought desperately against 
large 


enemy armies which seek to com- 
plete the conquest of the Pelping- 
Hankow railroad. Latest reports 
indicated the railroad town of Hsu- 
chang Is beln^; attacked both from 
the north end south but remains 
In Chinese hands. 


Hard-hitting bombers carried thcr

CRACKED DOWN ON 
BUSINESS MEN AND 
FIRMS BLACKLISTED 


CHARGED WITH ALLEGED 
ASSISTANCE TO ENEMY 
WAR MACHINES

The United States and 
British 
governments cracked down today 
on 15,000 business men and firms 
blacklisted because of their alleg- 
ed assistance to the war machines 
of Germany and Japan. 
A state department official an- 


nounced that economic warfare 
sanctions imposed on those con- 
cerns would have to be continued 
Indefinitely into the postwar per- 
iod, 
at least until the transition 


from 
war 
to peace-time condi- 


tions Is well advanced. 
This will give an Initial com- 


petitive advantage to firms which 
have played ball with the Allies 
and In many Instances, especially 
In the European 
area, 
suffered 


for it through Axis economic dis- 
crimination, 
Tho policy has been formulated 


und made public at this time, it 
was learned, with the deliberate 
purpose of putting more than 5,000 
borderline firms in European neu- 
tral countries on warning not to 
yield to Increasing pressure 
to 
trade with Germany lest they suf- 
fer the same fate. 
This Is the first time in the cur- 
rent campaign to strangle 
Ger- 
many in an economic blockade 
that Biitain and tho United States 
have gone 
beyond the 
neutral 


governments to strike directly at 
individuals and organizations con- 
trtbuttng commercially to the en- 
emy war effort.

JAPANESE INVASION OF INDIA - 
HAS DEVELOPED INTO DANGEROUS 
RACE FOR TIME AGAINST RAINS

The Japanese invasion of India 
across the northaeat frontier from 
Burma haa 
developed 
into 
a 


flerce and dangerous race against 
time—an effort to capture the big 
allied base of Imphal and the imall 
neighboring base of Kohlma be- 
fore the monsoon deluge turns the 
jungle Into a 
steaming 
morass 


about a fortnight hence. 
It's a tense altuatlon. The Jap- 


anese commander haa itsuod an 
order of the day saying It is vital 
that these bases be captured—jso 
important that 
Its achievement 


might end the war. 


The commander's pep talk is a 
gross exaggeration, for these cap- 
tures couldn't be decisive. How- 
ever, it's true that even possession 
of Imphal would provide the m- 
vadera with headquarters in which 
they could weather the storm— 
one of the world's worst—and be 
ready to strike at allied communi- 
cations between India and China 
when the monsoon ceases In the 
autumn. 


Should the Nipponese fall, the 


entire expedition of some 30,000 
men would be In danger of death,

jungle. It would bo an army out 
off from Its base and all supplier. 


New Delhi tells us that the Brit- 


ish and Indian forces In the Im- 
phal theater, hold sufficient advan- 
tage ao that they may be able

retreat 


ahead of the onruahlng- Monsoon. 
In any event, the Invaders have 
failed at least for the time being 
In the two prime objectives of 
their offensive, namnly; 
1. To capture Imphal and use U 
as a base from which to cut the 
railway, river and highway com- 
munications that run from Bengal 
through Assam to Northeast In- 
dia and form an integral part of 
the Chinese life-line. 


2. To start a revolution In India 


by representing that the Invasion 
force was composed largely of In- 
diana marching in the army of 
freedom, led—so Tokyo has trum- 
peted—by the Indian Firebrand, 
Subhas Chandra Hose. '

The Japanese figured that If they 


could achieve all this, It would 
leave them free to dnvote most of 
their attention to the MacArthur- 
Nlmitz drive from the eait. Prob- 
ably Jt wa* worth trying.

Side and continued to maintain a 
residence thers even after Smith 
was elected Governor. 


Although Mrs. Smith's interests 


were centered primarily In her fam- 
ily, she accompanied her husband 
on campaign trips, including a tour 
of the country In 1928 when he was 
a Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent. 


Mrs. Smith was an accomplished 


housewife. Whether In the modest 
home on Oliver street, on the East 
Side, or in spacious executive man- 
•ion at Albany, she was familiar 
with every detail of household man- 
agement. It was frequently said in 
Albany that "A! runs the State but 
Mrs. Smith runs the home." 


A quiet, understanding person, 


Mrs. Smith was deeply religious. 
She made a holy yerar pilgrimage 
to Rome with a daughter in 1925 
and was received by Pope Pius XI. 
In 1937 she and Ex-Governor were 
received In private audience by the 
Pope.

about it than the newest recruit. 


"I wouldn't miss thsl for any- 


thing,' he says with a twinkle in 
his eyes nnd you know he means 
It. "You don't think I put in all 
this time and would wrfnt to quit 
now.' 


Bcauchamp, 53, a native of Cor- 


slcana, Texas, who spent most of 
his youth in the Lone Star State 
could have limited service for the 
asking.

ed leg.
